tions. 

‘Lieutenant Sandfon of Submarine C3, for skilfully 
placing his vessel between the piles of the viaduet. He and 
his crew eagerly undertook tne hazardous enterprise well 


knowing that if they were“in the water at.the moment of - 


the explosion they, would bo killed oytright. Lt. Sanford 
disdained to"'usé the gyro steering which would:have enabled 
him and his crew to abandon.tne submarine at a safe dis- 
tance, preferring to make sure, as far as humanly possible, 
of accomplishing his duty.
